MR.  WHITEMAN  TO  RETIRE 


President  Harold  B.  Whiteman,  Jr., 
has  announced  that  he  will  retire 
from  the  presidency  of  Sweet  Briar  in 
June  1983,  after  a  tenure  of  12  years. 
Following  his  retirement,  he  will  serve 
the  College  as  a  consultant  and  agent 
for  its  $1 2. 1  -million  Comprehensive 
Development  Program  scheduled  for 
completion  in  1985.  He  will  carry  on 
this  work  from  an  off-campus  base, 
yet  to  be  determined. 

"I  am  committed  to  continue  to 
work  to  the  conclusion  of  this  cam- 
paign," Mr.  Whiteman  says.  More 
than  $6  million  has  already  been 
raised. 

The  President,  who  is  62,  decided 
that  next  year  would  be  an  opportune 
time  for  retirement  because  "the  in- 
ternal aspects  of  the  College  are  in 
very  good  shape";  applications  are 
up  30  percent  this  year;  and  the 


Generations  Campaign  is  proceeding 
very  well. 

In  looking  back  at  the  major  ac- 
complishments of  his  administration, 
Mr.  Whiteman  points  to  the  opening 
up  of  "the  decision-making  pro- 
cesses" of  the  College,  with  much 
greater  involvement  of  faculty  and 
students.  He  also  successfully  sought 
more  diversity  within  the  student 
body. 

During  his  tenure,  he  has  en- 
couraged increased  student  participa- 
tion in  sports.  "I  hope  that  my  own 
philosophy  of  life  has  rubbed  off  on 
the  college  young,"  he  says.  "It 
should  be  a  mixture  of  hard  work  and 
good  play,  exertion  and  relaxation." 

New  programs  introduced  during 
the  past  decade  have  included  inter- 
disciplinary programs  in  environmen- 
tal studies  and  European  civilization; 


management  and  arts  management 
programs;  dual-degree  programs  in 
engineering  and  business  with  several 
major  universities,  a  continuing 
education  program  and  a  new  adult 
education  degree  program. 

In  1977,  Sweet  Briar  was  one  of 
the  first  colleges  in  the  country  to  re- 
establish the  course  distribution  re- 
quirements abandoned  nearly  every- 
where during  the  1960s. 

Two  classes  of  merit  awards  have 
been  established  —  the  Sweet  Briar 
Scholarships  and  Pannell  Scholar- 
ships. Financial  aid  has  also  be  in- 
creased. 

Whiteman  also  points  to  the  com- 
puter which  has  become  a  fact  of  life 
at  the  College  with  the  recent  in- 
troduction of  a  computer  science  ma- 
jor, the  computerization  of  library  ser- 
vices, and  the  purchase  of  a 
DEC-2040  mainframe  computer. 

Both  he  and  Mrs.  Whiteman  have 
been  strong  supporters  of  the  arts  at 
Sweet  Briar.  "I  had  a  major  responsi- 
bility for  bringing  the  Virginia  Center 
for  the  Creative  Arts  to  Mount  San 
Angelo,"  Mr.  Whiteman  says. 

Three  major  building  projects  have 
been  completed  in  the  past  few 
years:  the  remodelling  of  Benedict 
Hall,  the  building  of  the  Elizabeth  and 
Charles  Prothro  Natatonum,  and  the 
construction  of  the  Prothro  Commons. 

Under  Mr.  Whiteman,  Sweet  Briar 
has  realized  a  significant  growth  in 
financial  resources.  Its  endowment 
has  now  reached  $20  million  and  is 
the  largest  of  any  women's  college  in 
Virginia.  The  recent  gift  of  $1  million 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Prothro  is 
the  largest  the  College  has  ever 
received  from  a  living  donor.

A  MESSAGE  TO  THE  ALUMNAE 

On  May  7,  1982,  Harold  B.  Whiteman,  Jr.,  advised  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  Overseers,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  and  the 
Faculty  and  Staff  of  Sweet  Briar  College  of  his  decision  to  retire  from  the 
Presidency  of  Sweet  Briar  as  of  June  30,  1983. 

Needless  to  say,  it  was  with  deep  regret  that  his  decision  was  honored 
and  resignation  accepted  by  the  Board.  We  are  most  grateful  that  he  will 
continue  to  consult  with  the  College  for  the  two  years  following  his  retire- 
ment from  the  presidency.  This  will  allow  us  to  utilize  his  great  interest 
and  talents  to  complete  the  Generations  Campaign  successfully.  Not 
enough  can  be  said  for  the  great  contribution  Harold  and  Deedie 
Whiteman  have  made  to  Sweet  Briar  during  their  eleven-year  tenure.  We 
are  grateful  that  they  will  continue  their  association  with  the  College. 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  Overseers  must  now  set  out  to  find  a 
worthy  successor  to  Harold  Whiteman.  On  May  18th,  the  Directors  met 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  to  plan  the  search  process  by  authorizing  the  crea- 
tion of  an  Advisory  Committee,  whose  mission  is  to  present  recommen- 
dations for  the  presidency  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Overseers. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Board,  I  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Advisory 
Committee.  Judge  Dale  Harris  will  serve  as  Vice  Chairman  and  Joseph 
Davenport  as  a  third  director  on  the  committee.  Additional  members  of 
the  committee  will  be  drawn  from  the  overseers,  the  faculty,  the  alum- 
nae, and  the  students.  Each  group  will  select  its  own  representatives  and 
the  final  makeup  of  the  search  committee  will  be  announced  as  soon  as 
these  decisions  have  been  made. 

As  alumnae,  you  can  render  great  assistance  to  the  search  commit- 
tee's work  by  submitting  recommendations  of  qualified  candidates  for  the 
presidency  to  the  committee  for  consideration.  Recommendations  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  resume  or  curriculum  vita  for  the  candidate  and 
forwarded  to  Pam  Whittaker,  who  will  serve  as  executive  secretary  to  the 
Presidential  Search  Advisory  Committee.  The  committee  will  presume 
that  the  individual  recommended  has  approved  of  his  or  her  name  being 
submitted.  Mrs.  Whittaker's  office  will  be  at  the  College  and  she  can  be

CLASS  OF  1957 
GIFT  RECORD 

On  Saturday,  May  22,  Jody  Raines 
Brinkley,  Class  Fund  Agent,  and  Flo 
Barclay  Winston,  Reunion  Gift  Chair- 
man, announced  a  $60,000  gift  in 
honor  of  their  25th  reunion  to  an  au- 
dience of  over  500  alumnae  who  had 
come  to  Sweet  Briar  for  the  annual 
Alumnae  Reunion. 

This  gift,  which  was  raised  over  a 
ten-month  period  under  the  leadership 
of  a  Class  of  1957  Reunion  Gift  Com- 
mittee, is  the  largest  unrestricted 
class  gift  to  the  Alumnae  Fund  in 
Sweet  Briar's  history,  as  well  as  the 
largest  reunion  gift  in  the  College's 
history.  It  will  be  used  for  faculty 
salaries  and  the  academic  program. 

Earlier  class  gift  records  were 
$58,750  achieved  by  the  Class  of 
1946  in  1980-81,  and  $14,471  given 
by  the  Class  of  1939  in  1978-79. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  1957's  gift, 
three  other  classes  have  established 
reunion  gifts  of  $40,000  or  more. 
These  include  the  Class  of  1932  with 
$40,635,  the  Class  of  1942  with 
$42,000,  and  the  Class  of  1947  with 
$47,000.  Class  reunion  gifts  include 
only  unrestricted  annual  support  for 
the  Alumnae  Fund  and  are  raised 
over  a  twelve-month  period  paralleling 
the  reunion  year.  The  official  deadline 
for  1981-82  reunion  gifts  is  June  30, 
1982. 

"The  achievement  of  1957,  an 
amazing  $60,000  given  over  a  ten- 
month  period  by  95  classmates,  is  a 
record  which  once  again  puts  Sweet 
Briar  in  the  front  ranks  of  colleges 
receiving  outstanding  alumnae  sup- 
port," President  Harold  B.  Whiteman 
said.  "I  speak  both  for  myself  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  Overseers  of 
the  College  when  I  say  we  are  very, 
very  grateful."

Athletic  Award  as  well. 


Lee  Piepho,  associate  professor  of 
English,  will  present  a  paper  on  the  Latin 
pastoral  in  England  at  the  International 
Association  for  Neo-Latin  Studies,  to  be 
held  at  the  University  of  Saint  Andrews, 
Scotland,  in  August.  He  also  received 
Sweet  Briar's  Grant  for  Interdisciplinary 
Studies  in  the  Humanities  for  1982-83, 
which  he  will  use  to  study  Latin  literature 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  (Chapel 
Hill)  during  his  sabbatical  leave  next  year. 

Zigmunds  Priede,  visiting  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  studio  art,  had  work  selected  for 
the  10th  Juried  Exhibition  of  Works  on 
Paper,  held  at  the  Second  Street  Gallery 
in  Charlottesville,  Va.  The  juror  for  the  ex- 
hibit was  David  Tannous,  Washington  cor- 
respondent for  Art  in  America.  Priede  has 
also  been  invited  to  exhibit  work  in  the 
Southeastern  Graphics  Invitational,  1982: 
The  Modified  Print,  opening  August  22  at 
the  Mint  Museum  (Charlotte,  N.C.).  The 
exhibit  will  consist  of  hand-manipulated 
works  which  originate  with  a  printmaking 
technique,  such  as  lithography  or  etching. 

Carol  F.  Rhodes,  instructor  in  music  and 
concert  pianist,  participated  in  four  re- 
citals this  spring,  three  at  Sweet  Briar  and 
one  at  Lynchburg  College.

SWEET  BRIAR 
IN  OXFORD 

For  the  second  year,  Sweet  Briar  will  be 
sending  students  to  Oxford  University  this 
summer  to  study  sixteenth-and  seven- 
teenth-century history  and  literature  as  a 
part  of  the  Virginia  Program  at  Oxford. 
This  six-week  course  allows  Sweet  Briar 
women  to  work  under  the  Oxford  System, 
attending  lectures  by  experts  in  their 
fields  and  meeting  both  a  history  and  a 
literature  tutor  each  week.  They  also  will 
see  plays  of  Shakespeare  at  both 
Stratford-upon-Avon  and  at  the  new  Bar- 
bican Centre  in  London. 

This  year's  Sweet  Briar  participants  will 
be  Carol  Barlow,  Wendy  Chapin,  Ann 
Evans,  Rosemarie  Hermann,  Cynthia  Pike, 
Joy  Reynolds,  Elizabeth  Rodgers,  and 
Amy  Seddon.  They  will  live  at  St.  Anne's 
College,  which  can  claim  to  be  Oxford's 
first  women's  college. 

Sweet  Briar  offers  this  program  in 
cooperation  with  Hampden-Sydney.  Mary 
Baldwin,  Roanoke,  Virginia  Military  In- 
stitute, and  Washington  and  Lee.  In  1983, 
Sweet  Briar  will  take  over  coordinating  the 
program,  through  its  Junior  Year  in 
France  office. 


GLADYS  BOONE 
1895-1982 

Gladys  Boone,  British-born  emeritus  pro- 
fessor of  economics  at  Sweet  Briar,  died 
at  St.  John's  Nursing  Home  in  Lynchburg, 
Va.,  on  April  23,  at  the  age  of  87. 

Dr.  Boone,  who  retired  in  1960,  taught 
at  the  College  for  nearly  30  years.  She 
had  earned  BA.  and  M.A.  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Birmingham  in  England 
before  coming  to  this  country  in  1919  as 
the  first  Rose  Sidgewick  Memorial  Fellow 
at  Columbia  University.  She  completed 
her  Ph.D.  at  Columbia  in  1941. 

A  specialist  in  the  fields  of  labor  law 
and  industrial  relations.  Dr.  Boone  served 
on  the  War  Labor  Board  during  World  War 
II   Her  publications  included  The  Women's 
Trade  Union  Leagues  in  Great  Britain  and 
the  U.S.A.,  Labor  Laws  of  Virginia,  and 
Labor  Laws  of  Twelve  Southern  States. 


Anne  Edmunds  '82  of  Lexington,  Va., 
gathered  up  an  armful  of  honors  at 
Commencement.

DEAN  PATT  TO  RETIRE 


Dean  Beatrice 


Beatrice  P.  Patt,  dean  of  the  College 
and  professor  of  Spanish  since  1977, 
will  retire  on  June  30,  1982. 

During  her  tenure  at  Sweet  Briar, 
Dean  Patt  has  held  students  to  high 
academic  standards  and  has  en- 
couraged them  to  think  and  act  in- 
dependently and  maturely.  Herself  a 
rigorous  scholar,  she  has  placed 
great  emphasis  on  faculty  research 
and  development  as  well  as  on  strong 
faculty  appointments. 

No  stranger  to  a  woman's  college, 
Mrs.  Patt  did  her  undergraduate  work 
at  Hunter  College,  graduating  in  1940 
magna  cum  laude  and  Junior  Phi 
Beta  Kappa.  Her  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
degrees,  both  in  Spanish,  came  from 
Bryn  Mawr. 

Her  teaching  experience  took  her 
from  Bryn  Mawr  to  Smith  College  to 
Queens  College  of  City  University  of 


New  York  (CUNY),  where  she  taught 
from  1949  to  1977. 

Mrs.  Patt  is  the  author  of  Pio  Baro- 
ja  (Twayne,  1971),  coauthor  of 
several  anthologies  of  Spanish 
literature,  and  author  of  numerous  ar- 
ticles and  translations. 

Her  late  husband,  A.  Gil  Patt,  an 
engineer  specializing  in  computer 
graphics,  died  on  March  30  after  a 
brief  illness.  The  two  of  them  had 
planned  to  move  to  Washington,  D.C., 
upon  her  retirement  and  she  has 
decided  to  follow  that  plan,  to  live  in 
their  Georgetown  apartment  and 
devote  herself  to  research  on  "a 
coveted  project"  at  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  take  advantage  of  the 
cultural  offerings  of  the  city. 

"I  particularly  plan  to  frequent  the 
Kennedy  Center,  thanks  to  the  generosi- 
ty of  the  Class  of  1982,"  says  the  Dean. 


BELFORD  APPOINTED  DEAN 


Fontaine  M.  Belford,  director  of  the 
Goucher  College  Center  for  Educa- 
tional Resources,  has  been  appointed 
Dean  of  the  College,  succeeding 
Beatrice  P.  Patt  who  is  retiring.  She 
will  assume  her  new  position  on 
July  1. 

At  Goucher,  Belford  not  only  ad- 
ministers, but  in  1977  created,  the 
Goucher  Center  for  Educational 
Resources,  which  includes  a  core 
curriculum  of  liberal  arts  courses,  a 
Women's  Management  Development 
Institute,  Public  Policy  Institute,  and 
Returning  Women's  Program. 

Dr.  Belford  holds  a  B.A.  degree 
from  Hollins  College  (1962),  A.M. 
from  Yale  University  Divinity  School 
(1964),  and  Ph.D.  in  Comparative 
Literature  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  (1968).  She  has  also 


studied  at  Harvard,  the  University  of 
Munich,  the  University  of  Paris,  and 
M.I.T. 

Before  taking  on  her  administrative 
duties  at  Goucher,  Belford  was 
associate  professor  of  English  and 
Comparative  Literature  there  and  she 
has  continued  to  teach  courses  in  the 
English  Department.  She  also  serves 
as  an  adjunct  professor  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Maryland  Medical  School. 

Dr.  Belford  is  editor  of  A  Once  and 
Future  Time,  Steps  Toward  a 
Theology  of  Wholeness  and  author  of 
numerous  articles  and  scholarly 
papers.  She  serves  on  the  boards  of 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  the  Koinonia  Foundation, 
Seabury  Press,  and  the  U.S.  Associa- 
tion for  the  Club  of  Rome.

Susan  Bandes,  assistant  professor  of  art 
history,  received  a  Mednick  Foundation 
Grant  and  a  Sweet  Briar  Faculty  Grant  to 
do  research  in  Italy  at  a  private  family  ar- 
chive and  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on  the  ear- 
ly work  of  seventeenth-century  landscape 
painter  Gaspard  Dughet.  Bandes  was 
also  awarded  an  IBM  Career  Planning 
Grant  for  retraining  in  arts  management. 

Claudia  Chang,  assistant  professor  of  an- 
thropology, published  a  book  review  in 
American  Antiquity  47:3  (1982).

"Using  the  Computer  to  Teach  Mathema- 
tics Through  Astronomy." 

Paul  D.  Cronin,  professor  of  physical 
education  (riding  program),  was  invited  to 
judge  the  North  and  South  Carolina  Dis- 
trict Hunts  Championship  Hunter  trials  in 
Camden,  SO  He  was  also  a  judge  at  the 
Virginia  Field  Hunter  Championships  in 
Richmond,  Va.  On  sabbatical  leave  during 
the  spring  term  1982.  Cronin  continued 
his  research  in  equine  conformation  and 
movement  and  began  research  on 
developments  and  new  techniques  in 
modern  forward  riding.
